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CHARLES THOMAS IRVING 


‘The following information was obiained from the June 1880 Census; Inhabitants of Moss 
Point, Jackson County, MS: 


Charles Thomas irving was born in 1843 in Nova Scotia. Both his father and his 
mother were born in Scotland. He listed his occupation as a ship carpenter. The 
foliowing persons are listed in the same dweiling: Sarah Mooney irving, age 32, 
Albert J. Irving, age 6, George P. Irving, age 4, Margaret T. Irving. age 2 and Kate 
J. Irving, 5 months. Sarai Mooney’s birth state is listed as Louisiana. Ireland is 
given as the country of birth for her father and mother. {4/ and Madge were under 
ihe impression that their grandmother had come over from Ireland as a young girl; 
however, Sarah M. gave Louisiana as her birthplace in each noted census}. 


in the dweliing prior to the one above, the census listed David W. Irving, age 36, 
occupation — General Merchandiser. Place of birth and place of parents’ birth were 
the same as C.T.L {Possibly a brother or a cousin}. 


in Januwary 1877, an item appeared in the Pascagoula newspaper (Star of Pascagoula) that a 
schooner had recently come off the marine ways of C. T. Irving. 


in May 1877, an item appeared in the iocal paper that the marine ways and shed belonging 
toe Mr. Irving at Mess Point caught fire and were almost entirely destroyed. The loss was 
about $1006. “He informs us he wiil have the ways repaired immediately, and wiil ready to 
haul out vessels within one week.” 


June 8, 1877, the following item appeared on the froni page: “Mir. C. T. Irving lets the 
people know through the columns of the Star that at his marine slip and shipyard he is now 
prepared to do all work in his iine. His location is at the intersection of Pascagoula and Dog 
rivers where he will attend to all business with dispatch. See his double column. 


June 29, 1877, the following: “On Thursday of last week the schooner J. J. Clark, which 
had been thoroughly overhauled and repaired by C. 'T. lrving was launched from his 
shipyard at Moss Point in the presence of about 150 people. Mr. L And his estimable lady 
prepared a fine dinner for the occasion, which was highly enjoyed by all present.” 


A large advertisement appears in the paper for the Marine Slip and Shipyard in 1878. 


March 31, 1882, the foliowing appeared in the iocal paper: “Capt. C. T. irving, of 
Marshville (which is the name of the new town across the river) is adding more 
improvements to that town. in addition to his shipyard, shingleyard and steamboat wharf, 
he intends at an early day to put up a sawmill. We are rejoiced to see such prosperity in 
this new village.” {7he genealogist at the Pascagaouta library was intrigued by the reference to 
atown named ‘Marshyille’. Perhaps this was a proposed name for a new area — it does not exist 
today}. 
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April 14, 1882, a large advertisement appeared for “New Venice Marine Ways”, C. T. 
Irving, Scranton, Miss. desires to inform Ship Masters of owners of vessels that he is 
prepared io ‘Haul Out and repair ali Kinds of Vessels” entering the river — at dhe lowest 
rates and quickest dispatch.” {A/ one time Pascagaoula was known as Scranton, MS.} 


From the columns of Arthur V. Smith*, February 11, 1968: 


Organized in 1890, archives of the Presbyterian Church show that on April 16, 1890 
a group of 16 Presbyterians met at the Methodist Church in Scranton to organize 
the church. The initial organization was completed by election of Dr. Bragg as elder 
and Messrs. W. K. Meade, W. M. Denny and C, T. Irving as deacons. Messrs. 
Meade, Denny, Irving, John Brander and F. H. Lewis were elected trustees. 


A Sunday School was formed September 6, 1891 with Elder John Walsh as 
superintendent, C, T. Irving assistant and H. C. Herring of Moss Point secretary. 
The enrollment was 30 with five teachers 


ta 1890 the Moss Point Academy records listed Mrs. trving as the Guardian of Albert, 
Percy, Madge and Daisy Irving. This would place the divorce between 1880 and 1890. 


Democrat Star, Local News, February 17, 1893: 
Capt. C. T. Irving has associated with him the saw mill business, Mr, John Cameron 
us a partner. Mr. Cameron is a native of Scoiland and has for some time been 
operating in Florida. He is a thorough practical mechanic and experienced in the 
manufacture of marine woodwork. The firm will begin the manufacture of vars, the 
machinery for which has been ordered. They have commenced to construct a 
iarine slip for hauling out vessels, in which enterprise Mr. George R. Thompson is 
connected. The capacity of the saw mill plant will be greatly increased. 


From the History of the First Presbyterian Church according the records of Dora Ciriot: 


On page 114 of Book Number 13 of the Record of Deeds of Jackson County it is 
recorded that in “July of 1893 the trustees did seli to C. T. Irving fer $200.00 cash in 
hand ihe western end of ihe original iot. This part extended 75 feet east and west 
and 123 feet north and south. The congregation went immediately to work to build 
a house of worship. 


Oa January 21 1894 Capi. C. T. Irving was elected elder to succeed Mr. John 
Walsh, who moved away just one year before. On the 4” of the following March, 
Capt. C. T. Irving was ordained and installed as elder, 


On page 17 of the minutes of the session (date not given) is found this 
memorandum: “Owing to the official infidelity of the only ruling elder, Capt. C. T. 
Irving, who repeatedly refused to attend the services of the sanctuary or to meet at 
the call of the minister supplying the church for official business, no record of the 
session has been kept and the records have not been sent up to the Presbytery for 
examination.”

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But in August 1898, Capt. irving resigned his office and according to the aciion of 
the Presbytery at its spring meeting the same year, this church was placed 
temporarily under the care of the session of the Moss Point church. {Perhaps an 
explanation here would be the divorce which was considered unacceptable at that time} 


Charles T. Irving died August 25, 1914. He is buried at the Pine Crest Cemeiery in 
Mobile Alabama. His age at time of death was listed as 73. {This makes 184] as his 
year of birth. The burial information is jrom the Pascagoula library}, He is buried ia 
Section 5, Lot 489, number 324, 


Comments: There will be copies of the census records and also copies of the articles and ads 
mentioned available for you as soon as I can get them made. There was not enough time to get 
more information, which i feel certain is available at the Pascagoula library. The plan is to get 
back there in the near future and this time will definitely allow inore time for research. Like you 
I'm curious about the divorce, but again the time was short. There is confusion regarding the 
birthdate of Sarah which doesn’t help much. 


Sorry about the delay in getting this to you. The thought was to obtain more data by using the 
new info in searching the web. 


Perhaps you can add to this or have some ideas about where io go fiom him.

Church Endures Time 


The First Presbyterian Church of Pascagoula on the 
southwest intersection of South Pascagoula Street and Ingalls 
Avenue will be 79 years old on April 26, 1968, but its house 
of worship has been on that site only since October, 1955. 

Previously the church and the manse were on Canty Street 
and Convent Avenue, south of the site of the Chancery Court 
building. The church sold its properties there to the county on 
March 21, 1955, for $20,000. 

Five years later the county acquired adjoining property 
on the north to Watts Avenue from Mrs. Leona Pelham Alley 
for $30,000. However, the county did not take possession until 
after Mrs. Alley’s death when her dwelling and the little brick 
church and the manse were sold for off-site removal. The new 
Chancery Court bulding was erected on the combined sites in 
1966. 

Rev. Arthur M. Schneider, who became pastor of the 
Pascagoula church in February 1947, said he and church officers 
have commissioned Architect Claude H. Lindsley of Ocean 
Springs to prepare plans and specificiations for a Sunday School 
room on the south side of the church and a Fellowship Hall 
on the west. The estimated cost of both is $150,000. Rev. 
Warren W. Beale, who recently became the church’s associate 
pastor, is assisting in the planning. 

The First Presbyterian Church had acquired its present 
location several years before the new church was built for 
$35,000 from the Gulf Oil Company, after selling another lot 
it had previously purchased on South Pascagoula Stret. The 
new building was erected at a cost of about $125,000. Mr. 
Schneider said they had received generous contributions from 
non-members, one being from the late Mr. R. I. Ingalls, Sr., 
and Mrs. Ingalls who donated the organ. 

The new edifice was completed in October of 1955, and the 
dedication and first services were held by the membership on 
October 15. By 1958 all indebtedness incurred in the con- 
struction had been paid, with the membership increasing rapid- 
ly as new families of the Presbyterian faith moved into the city.

ORGANIZED IN in 1890 Archives of the church show that 
on April 26, 1890 a group of 16 Presbyterians met at the 
Methodist Church in Scranton to organize the church. The 
Presbytery at New Orleans had appointed R. Q. Mallard as 
moderator and Rev. D. O. Byers and Dr. W. D. Bragg of the 
Moss Point Presbyterian Church as other members of a 
committee. 

The initial organization was completed by election of Dr. 
Bragg as elder and Messrs. W. K. Meade, W. M. Denny and 
C. T. Irving as deacons. Messrs. Meade, Denny, Irving, John 
Brander and F. H. Lewis were elected trustees. 

Previous to that meeting and until their own frame building 
was erected on Canty Street at Convent Avenue, the members 
held services in the Methodist Church. 

The records are not clear as to dates of acquistion of the 
church site but it was bought from James Smith and measured 
about 123 feet on Canty Street and 188 in depth. The lot cost 
$400, and the fame building $2,302.31. Edmund Mitchell 
donated the bell. 

A note in the minutes of a session on August 30, 1891 
records: ‘‘This beautiful summer day will be long remembered 
by the members of the Scranton Presbyterian Church. After 
long and earnest effort in the midst of almost insufferable 
difficulties our church home is so far near completion as to be 
used, and our first services were held in it today.” 

Rev. D. O. Byers of Moss Point preached twice a month 
in the afternoons and on every fifth Sunday in the morning. 
A Sunday School was formed September 6, 1891 with Elder 
John Walsh as superintendent, C. T. Irving assistant and H. 
C. Herring of Moss Point secretary. The enrollment was 30 with 
five teachers. 

A financial report that year showed an income of $506.50 
from 19 members. $100 went to the pastor and the balance for 
congregational expenses and benevolences. 

In 1895 the church was destroyed by fire of suspected 
incindiary origin. With the small insurance payment and by 
incurring debts the church building was rebuilt. 

On October 5, 1905, a committee, composed of Rev. J. 
Frank Turner, Andrew Gray and G. B. Chapman was named 
to build a home for the pastor. This was completed at a cost 
said to be $4,000, and put the church heavily in debt.

Dear Joanne: 


Oh, it was so good to hear from you and that you are writing an article on 
my Great Grandfather, CT Irving! I am going to forward this to my 
siblings and hopefully, they can give you more information. We have very 
little information concerning CT and no pictures at all of him! We can 
only guess at possible resemblances and would love to see an actual 
picture of him. As you can imagine, his divorce from my great 
grandmother, and the subsequent flaunting of that "“hussy” (to say nothing 
of the scandal of said relationship!!) created such bitterness that his 
children were pretty much ordered to destroy all pictures of him 


My sister, Joan, and I went to New Orleans hoping to locate the marriage 
records and therefore find out a little more on both 
Great-Grandparents...but had no luck. Have no idea when or where CT and 
Sarah Henry married. The researched information is in a box buried in my 
garage...but am preparing for a trip to Denver on Sunday...oh heck...I am 
so excited about this that I will go drag out the box and see what I can 
get for you...who knows what I will wind up wearing when I am in 
Denver...but this is a priority! Just wish that we could have gotten 
together when we were in Pascagoula doing our research! 


There is a picture on the wall of the house in Moss Point that was built 
by CT and Sarah's sons for their mother...I don't know if the house 
survived Katrina...if you could find out, I'd really appreciate it! I had 
been in touch with the then owners in 2601 and had sent it to them...felt 
it was only fitting that it be back "home." Did the library in Pascagoula 
survive? We made copies of everything we could so it will take me awhile 
to wade through everything. Would be interested in getting information 
concerning his 3rd wife...so fascinating...one of my cousins also has 
married multiple times...and he is the one I suspect resembles CT (now in 
more ways than one!). : ) 


CT came from Dumfries, Scotland via Nova Scotia with his brother, we 
believe. We knew nothing about him until we did our research and were 
pretty amazed at what we found. We even stopped by the Presbyterian 
Church that listed him as one of the founders and they didn't have a 
picture of him. He is buried in Alabama. But I am pretty hazy about the 
facts right now...will go start digging. Do you have any particular 
questions you need answered? You probably have read the same newspaper 
accounts that we did...considering the time period, was pretty shocking 
1 
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stuff! I have a letter written by my Great grandmother to my grandmother, 
describing his funeral (her sons went to it and reported back to 
her)...there was even controversy after his death due to a business 
associate/"friend"...I got the feeling that he was "buying" friendship at 
the end. 


Yes...I would dearly love to get a copy of your article. And am praying 
that other branches of the family will respond to it who could possibly 
have family pictures with CT in them!!! Will get back with you once I 
gather all the information...hopefully, by tonight!

>Dear Margie, I am a correspondent for "The Mississippi Press" in 
Pascagoula and I write a weekly column on local history. A photo of the 
C.T. Irving home on Pascagoula beach recently came into my possession and 
I began research to get some information on the house. The Pascagoula 
library staff graciously shared with me all their files on the subject.

>I notice in your correspondence with Else Martin in 2001 there was 
no photo of Mr. Irving or any of the Irvings, for that matter, available. 
Wondered if by now you and your family might have found one or some. I am 
attaching this photo thinking you might not have it. It was ina 
collection of old photos that belonged to the E.H. Bacot family and was 
sent to me and Else by an Ocean Springs historian who got them from 
someone else.

>I will be glad to send you a copy of my article when it runs. If 
you have any material additional to what the Pascagoula library or any 
kind of family photo of any of the Irvings I would certainly be 
interested in having a copy to run with my story. Mr. Irving was a 
community leader, successful businessman and of course his woes with his 
second wife were rather colorful. I have not seen the family letter that 
said he actually married three times, but Else said it is in the library 
file.
